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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Applicants' amendment dated 07/31/2003 has been received and entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 170-171, 175-186 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hisatake et al., US Patent No. 5,434,690, as stated in the office action dated 03/27/2003. 

Regarding claims 170, 178 and 183, although those claims are now amended, such 
amendment is not sufficient to overcome its rejection in the previous Office Action. 

Regarding claims 171, 175-177, 179-182 and 184-186, those claims depend, directly or 
indirectly, from claims 170, 178 and 1836, respectively. Therefore, the rejection of those claims 
stand. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 172-174 and 187 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hisatake et al., US Patent No. 5,434,690, in view of Lien et al., US Patent No. 5,309,264, as 
stated in the office action dated 03/27/2003. 

Claims 172-174 and 187 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claims 170, 178 and 
187 respectively. Therefore, the rejection of those claims stand. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 07/3 1/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive as follow: 

Applicants contain that Hisatake is drawn to a scattering mode liquid crystal display 
(LCD) device, whereas the present invention relates to a non-scattering type LCD device having 
electrically controlled birefringence (ECB) (amendment, page 9), and these two types of devices 
are not equivalent and Hisatake fails to disclose an ECB type LCD device as claimed 
(amendment, page 10). In addition, the combination of Hisatake and Lien teaches away from the 
present invention's non-scattering mode LCD device for the same reason as stated above 
(amendment, page 1 1). The Examiner is not convinced by this argument since a recited 
limitation "an ECB type LCD device" in a preamble is denied the effect of a limitation where the 
claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim following the preamble is a self- 
contained description of the structure not depending for completeness upon the introductory 
clause. See Ex parte Mott, 190 USPQ 311, 313. 

Therefore, the limitation of those claims 170-187 met.
